Police Suspend Inquiry. 

The District Attorney returned 
to his offices here and after a con- 
ference with other authorities an- 
nounced that all officers had been 
withdrawn from the investigation.

“We feel that William Gettle is 
still alive. Our first concern in 
this case is the welfare of the vic- 
tim, and therefore we are thorough- 
ly willing to co-operate with his 
family by withdrawing our officers, 
if by their presence he is in dan- 
ger, or so that negotiations can be 
made with the family for the re- 
turn of the victim.”

NEW YORK, May 11—An enor- 
mous dust cloud laid a gritty yel- 
low pall over almost the entire 
northeastern part of the United 


‘ States today. 


Sifting eastward through the 
higher atmosphere to becloud New 
York's skyscrapers in sickly yellow 
haze, the vast dust blanket stretched 
nearly 1000 miles westward, south- 
ward to the National Capital and 
north to parts of the Canadian bor- 
der. 

Its origin lay in the parched, 
drouth-stricken farm lands of the 
Missouri Valley, where strong north- 
west winds in the higher atmos- 
pheric reaches carried the dust, 
caused from lack of rain. 

Its appearance in New York City 
Was a rare phenomenon, said Dr. 
James H. Kimball, United States 
meteorologist here. ‘ 

To thousands of curious New 
Yorkers, who licked dry lips and 
felt the grit of fine dust particles 
in their mouths, it was a new ex- 
perience. 

The same experience was had by 
people of Northern New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New 
England. Inquiries coming to 
weather observers indicated the be- 
lief of many that it was smoke from 
a large fire. 

At 1 p. m. in New York City, vis- 
ibility. was limited to only two miles, 
but Dr. Kimball said he thought the 
dust “storm” had reached its great- 
est density. Flyers reported dust 
as high as 15,000 feet in various 
parts of the East and Middle West. 

Heavy clouds of dust-rolled over 
Central Pennsylvania © darkening 
many towns in the vicinity of Lan- 
caster. A thin haze spread over 
Harrisburg. 

Lancaster County residents re- 
ported dust clouds so thick it was 
difficult to see any distance. 


NO MORE DUST 
COMING IN HERE 


Although more dust; sifted into 
the city from the parched plains of 
the West last night and may re- 
main unsettled in the air for a day 
or so, there is little likelihood of 
fresh dust coming in, according to 
Weather Forecaster Nunn, since 
the northwest wind has abated and 
is shifting t6 the South. 

During the night, Nunn said, the 
area covered by dust clouds spread 
to the southeast, including most of 
Ohio and Kentucky and the west- 
eern part of Tennessee. St. Louis 
was virtually calm at 7 a. m. today. 
Several hours later a light western 
breeze sprang up, turning south. 

With no indication of strong 
winds for several days and little 
prospect of rain, the dust. may 
linger without appreciable addition, 
but probably will disappear grad- 
ually, Nunn said. 

Motorists driving dusty cars to 
work through pale sunshine this 
morning, on the second day of the 
season’s second dust storm, saw 
downtown buildings ahead of them 
still shrouded in a gray haze which 
had the appearance of fog. 

Physicians said the drying effect 
of the dust increased the possibili- 
ties of nose and throat infection. 
Superintendent Pring of Shaw’s 
Garden said that although the 
dry weather was retarding growth 
of vegetation the dust itself would 
hayé little effect on foliage.

FUGITIVE JULIAN 
BURIED IN SHANGHAI| 


Body Interred in Pine Box 
After Occupying Two Ex- 
pensive Caskets.

SHANGHAI May l1.—C. C. 
Julian, fugitive. oil promoter who 
killed himself here March 25, was 
buried today in a beggar’s coffin 
in an obscure corner of Shanghai’s 


foreign cemetery. Miss Leonora 
Levy, who tried to join Julian in 
death by taking the same kind of 
poison, but who recovered, was the 
only mourner. . 

Dressed in a white ensemble, 
Miss: Levy appeared at the ceme-' 
tery as the body of Julian was 
borne to the grave. The Rev. 
Emory Luccock of Oak Park, IIL, 
pastor of a Shanghai American 
community church, who granted 
Julian a religious funeral service 
March 28, completed his task this 
afternoon. In the brief commit- 
ment service, the Rev. Mr. Luccock 
prayed that Julian’s “life eternal 
may be comprised of experiences 
different than those making up his 
earthly career.” 

From the time of death to the 
grave, Julian’s body occupied three 
coffins—the first two being expen- 
sive caskets provided in anticipa- 
tion of shipment for burial in 
America. As no funds were re 
ceived, except a modest sum from 
his wife in Winnipeg, the promdt- 
er’s body was relegated to the 
cheapest pine box available. 


TIME FOR SIGNING WHEAT 
CONTROL PACTS EXTENDED 


G. E. Farrell Says Benefit Pay- 
ments Will Recompense Farm- 
er for Drouth Losses.

WASHINGTON, May il. — The 
time for signing contracts for 
wheat production control will be 
extended until May 16 to allow 
farmers in drouth states to partici- 
pate.

Secretary of State Brown says that 
when failure to take out license 
is due to inadvertence, penalties 
are not invoked, but taking out of 
a license is required.

CHICAGO, May i11.—Apprehen- 
sion over the Middle West’s crop 
prospects continues with the only 
note of hope forecast of local show- 
ers tonight in Nebraska and North 
and South Dakota, and in Iowa to- 
morrow. Elsewhere no relief’ was 
in sight. 

“The weather,” said the officiai 
forecaster, “will be fair aimost gen- 
erally Friday in the North-Central 
states, but unsettled conditions ure 
likely in parts of the Great Plaine 
area, with some prospects of loca) 
showers in that section by Friday 
night or Saturday.” 

Light showers have fallen in the 
Chicago area—the first in twenty- 
eight days—and in Kansas, Okla. 
homa, sArkansas, and Texas, but 
they were regarded as of little 
value. The Chicago Board of Trade 
took cognizance of the situation 
and the prices of all future deliv- 
eries of wheat went up five cents 
yesterday. Prices continued to ad- 
vance on the east, but later fell 
under yesterday's figures. 

Whipped by strong winds, the 
dust clouds from the vast plains of 
Western Canada swept across the 
border with undying intensity yes- 
terday, befogging much of the 
area from Montane on the west, 
Texas on the south and the Ohio 
Valley on the east. The dust had 
disappeared in that area today, but 
spread over states farther east. 

Experts said the “black blizzards’ 
were without precedent in intensity 
and the area involved within the 
past twenty years.

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NEED FOR NEXT YEAR 


‘ Unemployment Caused by Ending of CWA 
Work.Inclines Administration to Ask 
for Largest | Fund Yet. .

WASHINGTON, May 11.--The 
administration's estimate of the 
amount. that will be required for 
emergency relief during the fiscal 


year starting July 1, is approx- 
imately $1,250,000,000, it is disclosed 
today from an authoritative’ scurce. 

The Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration now has in its treas- 
ury $400,000,000, which is the re- 
mainder of appropriations totaling 
$1,850,000,000 within the last year. 
It is spending. at the rate of ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 a month. 
Total. expenditures in April were 
slightly more than $90,000,000. 

The original appropriation, made 
by Congress a year ago, was $500,- 
000,000. Then Secretary Ickes sup- 
plied an additional $400,000,000 to 
support the Civil Works Adminis- 
tration program. In January Con- 
gress appropriated $950,000,000 
more, of which the $400,000,000 is 
all that remains. 

The administration has not yet 
decided whether it will ask Con- 
gress to appropriate for the full 


fiscal year or.merely for the re- 
| mainder of the calendar year. Har- 
ry Hopkins, Federal Relief Ad- 
ministrator, expects to have ap- 
proximately $250,000,000 left on 
hand July 1. If it is decided to 
ask for an appropriation to sup- 
port the relief program for a full 
year, the bill which is sent to Con- 
gress from the White House prob- 
ably will provide for the appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000,000, since Hopkins 
thinks that $1,250,000,000 will be 
needed for that period. 

Between Jan. 15 and April 1, more 
than 4,000,000 men, who have been 
employed by the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration, were laid off. Some 
of them have been re-employed in 
the works division of the Relief Ad- 
ministration—set up to supplant the 
CWA, but the number is not large. 
Consequently the number of unem- 
ployed in the country is several 
million more than it was on the first 
of the year. * 

The situation is a source of grave 
concern to the administration and 
is largely responsible for its dis- 
position to ask Congress for a 
larger single appropriation than 


has yet been made for relief.

A stock-selling campaign, which 
the Government says took $100,000,- 
000 from ‘nvestors, will be the basis 
of Insull’s first trial. 

The stock—some 4,400,000 shares 
—was sold in 1929 and 1930 when 
Insull, at the height of his power, 
the Government contends, sudden- 
ly found his rule threatened by 
Cyrus Eaton, Cleveland capitalist. 
Eaton had bought up Insull shares, 
and it was going to cost millions 
to buy him off. 

In this emergency, prosecutors 
said, Insull organized the Corpora- 
tion Securities Co. of Chicago, a 
company to own stock in other 
Insull companies and to séll stock. 

It had a short life. After bounc- 
ing as high as $101 a share in 1930, 
the stock was on the counter at 
four-for-a-dollar in 1932. That fall 
the firm was adjudged bankrupt, 
without enough money to pay for 
an inventory. 

The selling literature used in get- 
ting buyers for this stock caused 
Government investigation. The in- 
dictment in the mail fraud case, re- 
turned on Feb. 27, 1933, reprints 
some. One slogan was “Securities 
that Endure.” Readers were told. 
“there is no safer road to pros- 
perity than this.” 

When Insull faced his stockhold- 
ers in 1921, an angry woman share- 
holder pointed out that with oper- 
ating companies, holding com- 
panies and one investment trust, 
Insull had no need for Corporation 
Securities. 

“Why did you organize it?” she 
asked Insuli. - 

“We needed some more. money, 
madam,” said he. 

When the receivers went into the 
books, before reporting the com- 
pany bankrupt, they said they found 
that to buy Eaton out had cost 
$28,000,000. He had acquired shares 
of Commonwealth Edison Co., Peo- 
ple’s Gas, Light & Coke Co., and 
Public Service Co. of Northern Iili- 
nois, and he asked a flat price of 
$350 a share to sell them back. 

Awaiting trial with Insull in the 
mail fraud case are 17 others. 


Although the indictment is con- 
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cerned miainly with the use of the 
mails to spread literature, circu- 
lars, ete. it charges. too that 
Insull’s forces juggled the stock in 
the market while selling it. Using 
funds of other Insull companies, 
says the indictment, they bought 
and sold Corporation Securities 
stock, to keep it at fancy market 
prices. 

Little investors were welcomed, 
and on one occasion, the indictment 
says, special easy terms were of- 
fered. Stock in eight Insull com- 
panies was offered, in one circular, 
for as little as $5 down on blocks 
of 25 to 50 shares.

how long?” 
Police Beat Him. 

Hedger’s counsél, appointed by 
the court, had asked the jury to 
free him, contending Hedger was 
feeble-minded, and that police had 
beaten him to obtain a 15-page 
statement in which he admitted he 
shot and killed Schlueter and 
Harry Poliman during an at- 
tempted holdup of a beer flat at 
1403 South Vandeventer avenue on 
the night of Feb. 12, 1932. 

Neatly dressed in a gray pin- 
stripe suit, Hedger took the stand 
in his own defenses yesterday to 
repudiate the statement. He spoke 
in whispers, complaining that his 
throat still troubled him as a re 
sult of the beating he says police- 
men gave him two years ago when 
they obtained his statement. 

His answers were laconic and 
some questions he ignored. Asked 
how many policemen had beaten 
him, he held up five fingers. He 
stood beside the jury box while 
each juror felt two bumps on his 
head which, he contends, remain as 
the effects of the beating. He then 
combed his hair and returned to 
the witness stand. 

Defendant Curses Prosecutor. 

Hedger found his voice when 
Hennings undertook to cross-exam- 
ine him. Rising, in a loud, angry 
voice he cursed the prosecutor, the 
court and the jury, and announced, 
“I don’t care what you do.” He left 
the witness stand, but was returned 
by deputy Sheriffs, and then re- 
fused to answer questions. Hen- 
nings asked if he did not want to 
be questioned further, and the wit- 
ness responded with a shouted 
“no!”

Circuit Attorney Turns 


Counselor for Action 
Against Gas Company. 


Circuit Attornsy Franklin Miller 
today declined the request of City 
Counselor Hay that he institute a 
Lauit in the Supreme Court to oust 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. on the 
grounds that its franchise has ex- 
pired. 
Circuit Attorney Miller said: “I 
have reached the decision that I 
should not lend the name of the: 
State and my office to what I con- 
sider would be a fruitless attempt 
to oust the Laclede Gas Light Ca 


from its charter and franchise se- 
cured to it by valid laws of the 
State; and I, therefore, respectfully 
decline to do so.” 
Hay recently gave the Board of 
(Aldermen an opinion in which he 
expressed the view that the fran- 
chise of the gas company expired 
in 1917. Thereupon the Board of 
“Aldermen authorized Hay to ask 
the Attorney-General or the Cir- 
cuit Attorney to file a quo war- 
ranto suit in the Supreme Court 
to test the franchise. 
In a four-page opinion Miller gave 
his reasons for declining to act, 
saying it appeared that Attorney- 
General McKittrick had been asked 
to institute the suit but had de 
clined to do so. 
Miller held a hearing on Hay’s 
request and formal arguments and 
briefs were presented on behalf of 
the City and the company. He 
reached the conclusion, he said, 
that the principal ground asserted 
by Hay was not valid. This point 
revolved about the constitutionality 
of a statute enacted in 1868 by the 
Legislature. 
The original franchise was grant- 
ed by the Legislature in 1857 to run 
‘for 30 years with a provision for 
automatic extension for another 30 
years. An act passed in 1868 grant- 
ed the franchise right “forever.” 
Hay contended the latter amenda- 
tory act was not constitutionally 
enacted because it did not set out 
‘the full language of the act as 
amended, and that the original 
franchise term of a maximum of 60 
years should prevail. Under this in- 
terpretati the franchise would 
have expi in 1917. 
Miller said that in his opinion 
the amendatory act was valid and 
that the eonstitutional prohibition 
cited by Hay did not apply; that 
the Supreme Court in other cases, 
which he cited, had supported this 
view. 
In 1927 Attorney-General Gentry 
refused to institute such a quo war- 
ranto proceeding when requested to 
do so by Mayor Miller. At that time 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
a competitor of Laclede, was urg- 
ing a determination of the question. 
Hay said today he thought the 
matter should be put before the 
Supreme Court for decision.

Raymond G. Norris, For-

NEW YORK, May 11.—Raymond 
S. Norris, Washingion lawyer and

torney-General, was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury today with 
Solomon Charles Sugarman, a dis- 
barred attorney. Norris was charged 
with “conspiracy to defraud the 
United States out of its govern-

The grand ‘jury investigation 
grew out of a mail fraud case in 
which Sugarman and others were 
convicted.. The case involved a 
chain sale scheme.for silk hosiery. 
One of the defendants testified 
that Norris had said he needed 
“s strings for my violin” when 
Sugarman asked him to delay any 
fraud prosecutions in the sales 
scheme. 

“G strings” was interpreted by 
the witness tc mean thousand-dol- 
lar payments, “G,” or “Grand” be- 
ing slang for $1000. 

Subsequently, the witness testi- 
fied, $8000 was turned over to 
Sugarman to be paid to Norris. 


LABOR BOARD PROPOSES PAY 
SCHEDULE FOR AIR PILOTS 


Rates Fixed by Speed of Plane, 

Time of Day and Distance 
Flown. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 11—The 


National Labor Board today pro- 
posed a modified base of pay for 
airline pilots with consideration 
given both distance flown and 
elapsed time. The decision grew 
out of the dispute between pilots 


and airlines last fall. 

The proposal is: 

1. The monthly maximum for 
pilots shall be 85 hours of flying. 
2. Experience does not warrant 
establishing a maximum mileage at 
this timie. 

3. Base pay shall be $1600 a year 
plus $200 for each year of service. 
4. Air mail pilots shall in addi- 
tion to base pay receive an hourly 
rate of $4, $4.20, $4.40, $4.60, $4.80 
and $5 for day-flying at hourly 
speeds respectively under 125 miles, 
125 miles, 140 miles, 155 miles, 175 
miles, and 200 or more. 

Night hourly rates for the same 
speeds would be respectively $6, 
$6.30, $6.60, $6.90, $7.20 and $7.50. 
In addition for monthly mileages 
of under 10,000, 10,000 to 11,999 in- 
clusive, and 12,000 miles or more 
respectively the pilots shall receive 
2 cents, 1% cents and 1 cent a 
mile for all miles per‘hour flown 
at more than an hourly speed of 
100 miles. 

5. The award shall remain in ef- 


ect for one year. 


6. Differentials existing on Oct. 
1, 1933, for co-pilots and for flying 
over hazardous ground shall be 
maintained. 


CHANGES IN CITY BANKRUPTCY 
BILL ADOPTED BY CONFEREES 


Senate Amendments Accepted; 
_ House Insists Only on Modifi- 
cation for One Group. 

By the Asgociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—Con- 
gressional conferees'on the munici- 
pal bankruptcy relief bill reached 
a complete agreement today after 
accepting virtually all Senate 
amendments to the bill passed by 
the House in the special session. 
The bill, which has adniinistra- 
tion approval, would permit debt- 
ridden cities and taxing districts 
to compromise their debts by peti- 
tioning a Federal Court with a plan 
of refinancing having the indorse- 
ment of holders of 51 per cent of 
the amounts of the claims. After 
the court acted it would require 
the consent of holders of 662-3 of 
the amounts of claims in each class 
and 75 per cent of the aggregate 
to confirm the agreement. 
The only ‘change insisted upon 
by the House was an amendment 
to permit irrigation, reclamation, 
drainage and levee districts to peti- 
tion the courts with. consent of 
holders of 30 per cent of the claims 
and to gain final approval with the 
consent of 662-3 per cent of the 
aggregate claims.

Last Nov. 20,two military men of 
a scientific turn of mind rode in a 
sealed metal gondola beneath a 
huge bag of hydrogen gas more 
than 11 miles above the eastern 
section of the United States. Above 
them was a deep blue dome in 
which an incandescent sun was the 

| only visible object. 

Last night Maj. Chester L. Ford- 
iney, of the Marines, speaking, be- 
‘fore the Chamber of Commerce Air 
Board and Export Managers’ Club 
at the Congress Hotel, related some 
of the experiences of that memor- 
able flight, which he made as aid 
to Lieut.Commander T. G. W. Set- 
tle of the Navy. 

“Although we had no feeling of 
being in motion, our instruments 
showed that we traveled through 
the stratosphere at 50 miles an 
hour,” the Major stated. “At lower 
levels we made 90 miles an hour, so 
that we were really going places,” 
he added. 

No Time for Lunch. 

The flight was made to study the 
cosmic ray and polarized light, to 
determine the exact shade of the 
sky and to test radio waves. With 
all these duties the two “field men 
of the stratosphere” had no time 
for anything but work. Lunch, 
which they took with them on as- 
| cending at Akron, O., in the morn- 
| ing, was, untouched until it was 
| tossed out to help lighten the bal- 
| loon in the descent into a New Jer- 

| sey marsh, 490 miles distanct from 
the starting point, at sundown. 

The balloonists remained at their 
peak altitude, 11.6 miles, for two 
hours and 20 minutes. Although 
the temperature outside was 70 de- 
grees below zero, it was about 50 
degrees above zero inside the’ gon- 
dola, due to the sun’s heat. The 
inside temperature had been ar- 
ranged by painting the upper half 
of the gondola white to reflect the 
sun’s rays, and the bottom half 
black to absorb heat. 

Sun Almost White. 

With a plentiful supply of liquid 
oxygen, the two scientists worked 
without effort in their metal globe. 
By means of color charts they de- 
termined that the sky, when ob- 
served in the rarified atmosphere 
of the stratosphere, is a deep, deep 
blue. The sun, yellow to ground ob- 
servers, is almost white. ause 
of the haze, the balloonists saw the 
earth as if they were looking down 
at it from the top of a cone, and 
only a section about 60 miles in 
diameter was visible. The only 
topographical features they were 
able to distinguish from the peak 
altitude were the mountains of 
Pennsylvania. 

Maj. Fordney remarked that he 
and Commander Settle were  sur- 
prised to learn that their short 
wave radio signals increased in 
strength as the balloon went high- 
er. The cause of this is thought to 
be the reflection of the radio waves 
from the Heaviside layer in the 
stratosphere. 

Cosmic Ray Records. 

Instruments carried to gather in- 
formation on the cosmic ray, a 
charged particle of the upper air, 
were turned over to Dr. Arthur 
H. Compton, professor of physics 
at the University of Chicago. Dr. 
Compton, in a recent scientific pa- 
per, said the flight resulted in his 
obtaining considerable additional 
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When the balloon took off at Ak- 
ron it carried a gross load of 7900 
pounds, of which 4100 pounds was 
lead dust ballast.

Principia Teams 


Will Compete in 
State Title Meet 


The Principia College track, ten- 
nis and golf teams, numbering 28 
athletes, are in Columbia today for 
the annual Missouri State Junior 
College Conference championships, 
at the University of Missouri. 

Coach Lee McCandless.took eyery 
available man for the track meet. 
Previous competition this year does 
not favor Principia for the track 
championship, but several members 
of the squad are expected to hang 
up new conference records. Earlier 
in the season Douglas 6wett clipped 
one-tenth of a second off the 220- 
yard low hurdle record, making the 
distance in 26.2 seconds. 

Athletes from other conference 
schools have also broken records 
in dual competition. Swope of 
Kemper broad jumped 20 feet 8% 
inches, which is six inches. better 
than the record held by White of 
Wentworth.

LONDON, May 11. — King Ibn 
Saud, climaxing his drive to sub- 
jugate Yemen, has ordered three 
separate armies to make a com- 
bined movement on Sana, Yemen’s 
walled and ancient capital. 

The ruler’s largest army, under 
Crown Priree Emir Saud, has 
opened an offensive against Sada, 
key city northwest of Sana and the 
gateway to the capital. 

The second division is advancing 
from Hodeidah, Yemen’s important 
Red Sea port, already smashed by 
Ibn Saud’s Saudi Arabian forces 
and now policed by them while 
British, French and Italian war- 
ships lie watchfully in the harbor. 

The third army, now east of Sa- 
na, was ordered to advance imme- 
diately on the capital, a city of 
about 25,000 population and  sur- 
rounded by a brick wall five and 
one-half miles in circumference. 


Plans Disclosed in London. 

Saudian sources in London dis- 
closed Ibn Saud’s new campaign 
plans to the Associated Press to- 
day, asserting that “once Sada 
falls. it will be only a short time 
until our armies enter and control 
Sana.” 

The Saudians, blaming the Imam 
of Yemen for the Arabian war, 
said that foreigners’ interests would 
be fully protected, asserting the 
main idea of subjugating Yemen 
was to bring permanent peace. to 
that area. 

King Ibn Saud decided, the Sau- 
dians said, on a “war to the fin- 
ish” when the Imam Yahya failed 
to keep promises to enter into a 
Nyear peace arrangement. They 
asserted Yemen’s ruler sent raiders 
into territory of Saudi Arabia. 

“A man like the Imam, who has 
broken his word continually, should 
not be permitted to rule longer,” 
the Saudians said, “so Ibn Saud de- 


miermined to break that rule.” 


Saudians Clear Italy. 

The Saudians absolved Italy of 
any connection with the Yemeni, 
refuting reports that the Imam had 
a defense pact with Italy, which, 
like France, has interests across 
the Red Sea. 

It was pointed out that Ibn Saud 
was on good terms with world 
Powers, particularly Italy, Britain 
and the United States. 

“We are particularly friendly to- 
ward the Americans, whom we ad- 
the Saudians said. “You 
may be assured that Ibn Saud will 
make Yemen into a safe, modern 
area in which foreigners may go 
unmolested and foreign business 
ran be transacted without fear of 
any uncertainty such as has marked 
Imam’s rule.”

Declaring that planned economy 
always tends to develop into dic- 
taiorship, Cassel said that what the 
world needed was a well-considered 
program for “deliberate resistence” 
to the economic leadership of gov- 
ernments and parliaments. 

Such a plan, he said, would call 
for the reconstruction of ,a social 
order based essentially on economic 
freedom and the responsibility of 
the individual. 

He described Great Britain and 
Sweden as nations with “a precious 
heritage of freedom of thought and 
speech” and deplored “the appalling 
growth of protectionism and nation- 
al isolation under a_i so-called 
planned economy that is threaten- 
ing to end in economic dictator- 


“If we do not want to sacrifice 
the results of the last 150 years of 
Western civilization,” he said, “we 
must end this disastrous trend of 
events.” 

The foundation of recovery, Cas- 
se] asserted, must be a new inter- 
national money system, but he 


maintained that there was no pos-| 


sibility of the restoration of an in- 
ternational gold standard. 

People never again would feel as- 
sured that a new gold parity would 
be preserved, he continued. The 
confidence of the individual that he 
can obtain gold for his paper money 
has been destroyed forever, he 
said. 

Cassel advocated a paper stand- 
ard, such as the pound sterling, 
with new parities between curren- 
cies based as nearly as possible on 
their purchasing parities. ~ 

Once the exchanges have been 
fixed at reasonable rates, he added 
private enterprise would accom- 
plish the necessary adjustment of 
different national economics to one 
another.

WASHINGTON, May 11. —Great 
Britain’s Ambassador, Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, was understood to have 
been informed during a State De- 
partment conversation today that 
his country would be considered in 
default if it made another token 
payment on war debts on June 15. 

He called on William Phillips, 
the Undersecretary of State. The 
administration had decided that 
foreign. debtors must pay in full or 
be held in default. In that event, 
they would be barred from floating 
securities or obtaining loans in this 
country under the recently enacted 
Johnson bill. Other Ambassadors 
had been informed of this stand 
this week. 

The Ambassador told reporters 
he “had heard” the State Depart- 
ment had information,on the Amer- 
ican attitude toward debts and had 
called to obtain it. 

The French and Belgian Ambassa- 
dors were informed of the situa 
tion when they called at the State 
Department Wednesday. The Ital- 
ian, German and Czecho-Slovakian 
envoys were given similar informz- 
tion yesterday. Surprise at the 
stunning answers they received to 
questions long considered routine 
left the diplomats without speech 
for publication. 

“Highwayman Act by U. S. on 

Debts,” Says British Paper. 
LONDON, May 11. — “Highway- 
man act” was the term used in 
headlines by the Evening Star in 
one edition today in reporting the 
decision of President Roosevelt to 
regard nations making token pay- 
ments on war debts June 15 as de- 
faulters. 

“Highwayman: Act by U. 8S. on 
Debts,” said the streamer head- 
line, and the subhead under it read 
“Pay Up in Full or——” 

Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, spoke in Manchester to- 
day on the subject of the war debts. 
While declaring that he was not 
making any announcement of gov- 
ernment . policy, the Foreign Sec- 
retary said there. seemed to be 
some commentators on the other 
side of the Atlantic—“irresponsible 
ones”—who overlook the fact that 
any argument for British payment 
based on the fact that Great Brit- 
ain has a budget surplus was en- 
tirely fallacious so far as_ the 
American debt is concerned. It was 
fallacious, he said, “first, because 
that which lies at ‘the back of the 
difficulty in connection with these 
vast international payments is not 
the question as to whether a par- 
ticular country has a budget sur- 
plus. It is an injury done to world 
trade and world recovery if we are 
to contemplate the transfer of 
‘enormous quantities which we in- 
deed received in the form of goods 
bu: which we are asked to pay 
back in the form of money. 
“Second, it must be borne in 
mind that, in relation to the na- 
tional -wealth, British taxation :ast 
year was at least twice as heavy 
as the coresponding taxation‘in the 
United States.”

AGAINST COMPULSORY 
DRILL AT MISSOURI U. 


Faculty to Recommend That 
Board of Curators Make ‘* 


Change. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 11.—The 
University of Missouri faculty will 
recommend to the Board of Cura- 
tors that compulsory R. O. T. C. 
military training at the school be 
abolished, it was learned here 
today. 

A motion to make the request of 
the curators was approved, 35 to 
18, in a faculty meeting yesterday 
afternoon, an unimpeachable source 
said. Only teachers of professional 
rank are eligible to vote on ques- 
tions of faculty policy. 

President Walter Williams said 
he would have no statement be- 
cause he felt it would be impolitic 
in view of the unsettled stage of 
the situation and the fact that the 
curators have had no opportunity 
to consider the question. 

The faculty action, it was said, 
was brought to a head by the re- 
cent hubbub over the dismissal 
from the university of Eugene 
Ringo, 20-year-old College of Agri- 
culture freshman, of Columbia, be- 
cause he refused to attend military 
drills. Ringo maintained he was 
a conscientious objector, Ousted 
last March, Ringo was given a spe- 
cial rehearing by the committee on 
exemption of students from the R. 
O. T. C. two weeks ago, but no 
decision was announced. 

Petitions seeking reinstatement 
of Ringo, signed by 500 persons, in- 
cluding faculty members, were pre- 
sented to President Williams. <A 
State-wide “peace meeting,” as an 
outgrowth of the Ringo case, is to 
be held here May 18 and 19. 

. A faculty member gave this ac- 
count of the meeting: 

‘The conscientious objection inci- 
dent, of course, came up. It is our 
intention that physical education 
courses be made compulsory if the 
student, under our recommended 
change, elects not to take military 
training. If we make our physical 
education stiff enough, I don’t 
imagine many will try to get out 
of military unless they are genuine 
conscientious objectors. That 
should eliminate those seeking ex- 
emption because of personal lazi- 
ness. 

‘About 25 per cent of our student 
body which ‘falls under the mili- 
tary course requirement, men fresh- 
men and sophomores, already is ex- 
empt. Most of these are execused 
because they are working students, 
a few because they are canscien- 
tious objectors.” 

Lieutenant-Colone] Marshall G. 
Randol, commandent of the univer- 
sity R. O. T. C., it was further 
learned, defended the military de- 
partment’s position at the faculty 
He pointed out that re- 
moval of the compulsory military 
requirement would cost the univer- 
sity loss of revenue and would also 
probably result in the removal from 
the State university of the field ar- 
tillery division and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of equipment which 
it maintains here. 


TOGET OUT VOTE | 
FOR BOND ISSUES) 


Speakers Stress Advantages 
of Public Works Employ- 
ment Over Direct Relief 
to Jobless. 


Campaigning for the $29,850,000 


in State, ‘city, school and county 


bond issues to be\submitted at the 
special election next Tuesday is be- 
ing intensified, in the final effort 
to get out a favorable vote. 
Speakers are emphasizing the de- 
girability of furnishing employment 
through the contemplated public 
works and the anticipated opportu- 
nity of getting $9,142,700 in Federal 
grants from the PWA to augment 
the bond funds. They also are lay- 
ing stress on the great need for 
most of the money and the ad- 


vantages to be derived from spend- 
ing the rest. 

A piecemeal parade to advertise 
the city bond issue was held at 
noon from Memorial Plaza to down- 
town campaign headquarters at 
Seventh and Locust streets. First 
the Firemen’s Band marched over 
Twelfth boulevard and Locust 
street. A few minutes later’ two 
clowns from the visiting circus 
were driven the same way in a city 
sedan, Still later a caliope and two 
four-horse chariots from the circus, 
and a truck with a sign advocating 
support of the bonds as part of the 
President's recovery program, fol- 
lowed. 

The chief bond meeting tonight 
will be at Soldan High School, with 
Mayor Dickmann and former Mayor 
Kiel among the speakers. Dick- 
mann, who spoke at six gatherings 
last night, repeated a pledge to ap- 
point a.bipartisian bond supervisory 
committee, if the bonds are voted. 

No Return from Direct Relief 

“If we pass the bond issue,” May- 
or Dickmann said, “we will actuak 
ly be getting a big value for the 
money spent. If we don’t, we are 
going to be faced with the prob- 
lem of administering direct relief, 
which will, of course, land right on 
the taxpayers. Maney spent for di- 
rect relief does not bring anything 
back to the city. It keeps peopie 
from starving, but there is no re- 
turn. But when the bond money is 
expended we are providing work 
and receiving things the city is 
badly in need of. Anyway you look 
at it, this bond issue is a sound 
business proposition, besides being 
humanitarian.” 

The union labor group in the city 
bond campaign met at Municipa! 
Auditorium last night. One of the 
speakers. Dr. R. Emmett Kane. 
pleaded especially for the $7,000,000 
item for improved hospital facili- 
ties. 


The city and State are paying in- 
directly more than the cost of the 
proposed improvements’ through 
losses in health, economy and effi- 
ciency, |Thomas N. Dysart, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
said in a radio talk for all the bond 
issues Jast night. Calling it good 
business to pass the issues, he 
added that “civic progress, health, 
sanitation and well-being of our 
citizens will not wait for better 
times.” 


“Compellingly Obvious.” | 
In another talk, William T. Nar- 


din, board chairman of the cham- 
ber, asserted: “The need for the 
facilities to be provided by these 
bond issues is so clear and so 
pressing as to be compellingly ob- 
vious to all who know the facts. 
The Chamber of Commerce does 
not carelessly or even readily in- 
dorse proposals for incurring debt 
for the payment of which taxes 
must some time be levied. What- 
ever form these taxes take, mem- 
bers of the chamber will have to 
pay a very large part of them. 
Notwithstanding that fact, the di- 
rectors -of the chamber voted 
unanimously to approve all the is- 


sues.” 


Frank M. Mayfield, president of 


the Associated Retailers, said in a: 


radio address that merchants had 
had a noticeable improvement of 
business as a result of the CWA 
program, and that the same thing 
would happen through the pro— 
posed bond and PWA work. Bond 
items which would tend to beauti- 
fy the city would attract more visi-

Asserting that “fabricated and 
untruthful charges” had been cir- 
culated against Thorp by a “small 
clique of disappointed office seek- 
ers,” Dickinson said: 

“Pending the determination of 
whether or not it will be possible 
to secure acceptance of the direc- 
torship of the bureau by-a man of 
Dr. Thorp’s caliber and his con- 
firmation at the hands of the Sen- 
ate, I reserve consideration of my 
own future relation to the depart- 
ment.” 

Stephens denied reports that 
committee opposition to the for- 
mer Amherst professor was based 
on the fact that he was registered 
a few years ago as a Republican, 
although several members of the 
committee hinted the vote to re- 
ject his appointment was strictly 
along pry lines.

That is as confused thinking as the dis- 


eredited statement that each man has 


the freedom to earn a living in the way 
he pleases in the United States or that 
he can refuse a job if he does not like 
it. Theoretically it is true, but in the 
practical application, the average citizen 
is as chain-bound as the _ galley-slave. 
Economic pressure, the tremendous pow- 
er of capital and vested interests as com- 
pared with labor, make “freedom of con- 
tract” as antiquated and obfuscating a 
phrase as “the right of the individual to 
run his own business in the way he 
pleases.” 

As to the struggle between capital and 
labor for the control of government, we 
already have it. Every bill that comes 
before Congress has some elements of the 
struggle. NRA faces this struggle for 
control every day; so far, capital has 
gained the great advantage and control 
of NRA, to the sorrow of consumer and 
labor. Even the Post-Dispatch has said 
as much. Why should you oppose a clear 
statement and decision of the issues—a 
carrying of the struggle into the open, 
into the body which is supposed to repre- 
sent the people as a whole rather than 
one section, such as NRA represents? 

Granted that there was no thought of 
Congress in the original bill creating NRA 
“of making mandatory a better balance 
of power between capital and labor.” 
That is the purpose of the Wagner bill. 
The enlightened self-interest of capital 
has turned out te be, as always, more 
self-interest than enlightenment. There 
is no balance of power even there. I am 
not condemning capital more than human 
nature. Where self-interest is paramount, 
as it must be in this situation, enlighten- 
ment is always subordinate. The Govern- 
ment must not only be arbiter but must 
establish the terms of the contest or 
struggle in order to insure fairness. 

Education does not warn us against 
force, but it often warns us against edu- 
cation.- I agree that the substitution of 
coercion for education is a serious one 
and should be carefully contemplated, but 
I should think that the Post-Dispatch 
would be the last one to say that coercion 
fs not necessary for government—that 
even the New Deal has not introduced a 
eertain amount of coercion. We are like- 
ly to think of any new rule or law.as 
force or. coercion, while we are surround- 
ed by thousands of rules and laws every 
day built on force or coercion. 

Since the Post-Dispatch has limited its 
Giscussion to the philosophical back- 
ground of the bill and not to its actual 


_ provisions, I shall do the same. Govern- 


ment, the champion of labor, is no more 


an anomaly than government as the 
ehampion of women and children or of any

I am certain that President Roosevelt 
is not going to turn the Government over 
to labor despite the Post-Dispatch’s fears.

No doubt, the city will accept with gratitude the 
offer of Jacob L. Babler to donate an 868-acre tract.

We hope the Babier gift will stimulate public 
purchases of outer park land before increasigg prices 
make it impossible to do so. One acre of park space 
for every 100 inhabitants is the accepted metropolitan 
standard, but the St. Louis district has only 3178 
acres, or .29 acre per 100 persons, as against New 
York, with 1.53 acres per 100 pefsons; Chicago, 1.06;. 
Boston, 1.61; Denver, 4.18. Chicago’s outer parks, 
known as the forest preserve system, form a chain 
of wooded around the city, comprising 33,000 
acres. Clevéland and Boston have each set aside 
about 16,000 acres. New York’s celebrated Westches- 
ter County parks comprise 15,000 acres, bought for 
$33,000,000, to which was added $27,000,000 for im- 
provement. It is interesting to note that in the 
Westchester parks, numerous recreational features 
provide revenue more than sufficient to maintain and 
operate them.

The conception of the New Deal has never 
been defined in sufficiently: precise  lan- 
guage. But it seemed to proceed on the 
belief that prosperity was dissipated because 
the owners of industry assigned to them- 
selves inordinate profits, used them to ex- 
pand the productive capacity of their ma- 
chine., and then confronted a starved and 
inelastic market, that could not absorb the 
ever-rising flood of goods, because its total 
purchasing power had not risen in due pro- 
portion. That is the rather vague diagnosis 


to be found in the speeches of the President, 


and rather more clearly in those of his 
able Secretary for Agriculture, Mr. Wallace. 


The problem then was, on this showing, 


(a) to limit profits, and to ‘raise, relativeiy — 


to profits, the total wages bill, and (b) out- 
side industry, to raise the

sure within its own ranks, prices were forced 
up to a uniform level, which had no rela- 
tion to the costings of individual firms.

But up to date, the 
broad fact is that combination among wage- 
earners plays no effective part in determin- 
ing wages. The immense mass of Amer 
ican workers are organized, if at all, in sham 
unions, which the employer creates, controls 
and finances. He negotiates, therefore, over

The Injustice to Mr. Mellon 


OW that a Federal grand jury has dis 

missed the chargesgainst Mr. Mellon, 
it cannot be called premature criticism to 
say that the Department of Justice has 
been guilty of a most discreditable per 
formance. For two months, Mr. Mellon ha 
stood under an accusation which, if it hac 
been true, would have marked him out as 
contemptible beyond words. The accusa- 
tion was in substance that he had defraud- 
ed the Treasury of money he owed it. This 
very grave accusation was made publicly 
on March 10. Then two months passed be

Freight car licadings for the 
week ended May 5 recorded a con- 
tra-seasonal decline of 4449 under 
the total for the previous week.

1932 period. The decrease was at- 
tributed partly to a falling off in 
industrial shipments due to some 
lines having passed their seasonal 
peak. 

Wheat closed around the day’s 
bottom level, off 1% to 2 cents a 
bushel. Corn was down 1% to 1% 
cents and oats lost 1% to 1%. Rye 
declined 2% to 3% cents a bushel.

ing salt pork or bacon; two pounds 
of sugar, and syrup; two and one- 
half pounds of lean meat, fish and 
poultry; half a dozen eggs. — 

Try this one if you want to econo- 
mize, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. It gives 
you the maximum food value for 
least money, because it calls for 
the cheapest of each essential type 
of food, in sufficient quantities, It 
represents an adequate, balanced 
diet, for_ two moderately active 
adults for one week at minimum 
cost. 

Let’s say, then, that you have 
adopted the bureau’s suggested low- 
cost market list for two. The next 
question comes.on using those gro- 
ceries to best advantage. Your 
meals will no doubt be planned one 
way if your two-person family con- 
sists of a man and a woman, anoth- 
er way if it consists of two women, 
or two men. In fact, your buying 
would be affected, too. For they do 
say—and seem to prove it—that 
men’s appetites are different from 
women’s. Two women eat less of 


| cereals, potatoes, and dried beans 


or peas; two men somewhat more. 
More Milk for Men. 

They say, also that men are like- 
ly to drink more milk than women 
drink—which is so much the better 
for men. Women should drink more 
milk (and neither skim milk nor 
buttermilk is fattening!). But wom- 
en eat salads more often than men, 
and this is so much the better for 
women, especially when the salads 
are made of raw vegetables or fruit. 
Men eat more meat and bread and 
potatoes, usually; than women eat. 
They should eat more green vege- 
tables than they do. 

But meals for two always present 
a problem of how to buy economi- 
cally. It is not economical to buy 
or to cook, for example, just two or 
three potatoes. Small cans of to- 
matoés, cori or’ béans or fruit are 
more expensive per pound or per 
pint than the larger cans. And so 
on through the list of staple gro- 
ceries. But how large a can is the 
best for you? Lack of storage 
space may make it hard, especially 
in small city quarters, to buy food 
in economical quantities. Foresight 
in meal planning seems to be the 
only answer to that. 

There is a point, however, in the 
size of your cooking utensils. You 
can cook more economically if your 
pots and pans are built for two. 

Meat for Two Meals. 

On the other hand, it may be eco- 
nomical to cook, for example, more 
meat than enough for a meal, if 
you choose a kind that works well 
as a leftover. A shoulder of pork 
or lamb, a pot roast of beef, is good 
not only for one day, but for slicing 
cold the next day, or for any one 
of several appetizing chopped-meat 
dishes, especially hash and shep- 
It is good in stuffing 
for green peppers, too. 

Ground fresh meat, however, is 
a good bargain for a family of 
two because you can buy just the 
quantity you want. Half a pound 
will make a: good meal—in meat 
patties wrapped in a strip of ba- 
con, or in meat loaf. Liver is‘ an- 
other good buy because you can 
get just as much or as little as you 
wish. And fish—fillet or steak of 


small fish, besides, of course 
canned salmon or tuna fish her- 
ring, or sardines, | 

When it comes to végetables, ex- 
cept potatoes, carrots, cabbage, or 
others that keep easily, it is better 
to buy for the day, but there are 
many good ways to use the left- 
over vegetables. Simplest, perhaps, 
is the salad of cold cooked vegeta- 
bles—a mixture of potatoes and 
peas or beans, carrots, beets, spin- 
ach, on a lettuce leaf or a slice of 
Taw cabbage. Left-over spinach 
goes very well into cream-of-spin- 
ach soup, or into a spinach souffle.

HE attractiveness and practica- 
T panty of slip-covering all the 

furniture for the summer 
morths was described in a recent 
article and today this column will 
be devoted to explaining just how 
simply and easily this work may be 
done at home. — 
Of course, there are several ways 
of obtaining ‘slip-covers for the 
home. All of the department stores 
and decorating shops maintain a 
staff of experts who do nothing but 
cut and sew slip-covers at this sea- 
son of the year. Then, too, most 
stores offer a service whereby, if 
the material is purchased there, 
they will show you how to cut and 
make the covers yourself. But this 
article is addressed primarily to 
those who intend doing the job en- 
tirely by themselves. 
The first thing, of course, is to 
know how much material is needed 
for the piece of furniture you are 
going to cover. Most stores now 


types of chairs, couches and chaise 
longues and the approximate 
amount of material it will require 
to slip-cover them, but if you de- 
sire to be absolutely accurate you 
should measure your individual 
pieces. In taking these -measure- 
ments there are one or two things 
to be taken into consideration. If 
the material has a figured pattern, 
allowance must be made for cen- 
tering the design, and if the ma- 
terial is washable it must be either 
pre-shrunk or allowance made for. 
washing before the cover is made 
up. Always remember that it is 
better to have a little material left 
over than ‘not enough to complete 
the job. 
Now for the actual measuring. 
Measure from outside back, up over 
top and down about two inches in- 
side back of seat, then carry tape 
measure straight forward over seat 
of chair and down to the floor in 
front. Add two inches apiece for

For 
the arms, measure from inside of 
chair, where arm and seat up 
over arm and down the outside of 
chair to the Noor.

When all 
these measurements have been

In making the slip cover, especial- 
if you are new at the work, it 
is advisable to practice with muslin 
or some other inexpensive material 
and if this has been correctly cut 
you may, if you wish use this as a 
pattern in cutting the good mate- 


rial. The slip-cover should be cut.

First place the 
material on the back, pin it secure- 
ly to the chair and, allowing about 
two inches all around for seams, cut 
the required piece, The front of 
the chair is then covered with one 
continuous piece which joins the 
back at the top of ‘he chair and 
covers the front, seat and apron.
